Mom’s Back In School

Dozens of local mothers joined their 
children this fall when “back-to- 
school” bells rang. Women in and 
around the Plano area are sharing in a 
nationwide trend to resume their 
college education after having 
abondoned it IO, 15 even 20 years 
before, to marry and start a family. 
The University of Texas at Dallas’ 
“ Maturity College IX” offers a 
program geared especially toward the 
older “back-to-schoolers.” Located 
just west of Canyon Creek at Lookout 
Dr. and Floyd Rd., UTD accepts 
students at the junior, senior and 
graduate levels and has formed a 
special college for mothers, working 
women and business men who have 
decided to resume their education. 
Plano resident Charlene McAden 
decided last spring to “take up where 
she left off” at Texas Tech University 
almost 20 years ago. She entered 
College IX at UTD taking just one 
course last semester and is now 
enrolled for four courses. 
“I finally realized that I wasn’t 
going to be out of place, that I would 
be accepted,” she explained. “If a

woman will just take one course to get 
her feet wet, she’ll find it’s not as hard 
as she’d thought.” 
Mrs. McAden had completed three 
years at the Lubbock university 
before quitting school to marry her 
husband Winston and begin raising a 
family of three children—Sherry, now 
19 and a Texas Tech student; Misty, 
16, and Charles, 13. 
Working toward a Bachelor of Arts 
degree in general studies, she plans to 
go into day care center management. 
The general studies program at UTD 
(also a part of College IX) allows a 
student to take a variety of courses to 
provide a well-rounded degree. 
The problems involved with an 
over-40 year old student are very 
different from those of a relatively 
carefree 20-year old attending college. 


Mrs. McAden said that organizing her 
time has been her biggest obstacle 
since returning to school. 
“You still have a family and 
responsibilities at home so you have to 
reorganize your time and thinking,” 
she explained. “I still feel a little 
guilty when I’m not at home and I 
think ‘Am I doing the right thing?’ but 
it hasn’t really made a disturbance.” 
The McAden children have taken 
over some responsibilities in the 
home, such as preparing dinner on the 
three evenings their mother is in class 
and also doing their own laundry. 
Mrs. McAden said that they have 
accepted her school life very well. 
Her husband, a part-time instructor 
at Eastfield College, pointed out 
another “ problem” when Mrs. 
McAden told him she was going back 


to college. 
“He said ‘Whatever you do, don’t 
make bad grades! If mother fails, 
we’ve had it!’,” she laughed. "And 
that’s really true. We’ve held our 
expectations up for the children and 
now I have to stick with them, too!” 
College IX at UTD helps make the 
ease back into college life a little 
easier for the mature student. Per­ 
sons aged 40 and older are assigned to 
College IX 
Academic advising, counseling 
services, flexible scheduling and 
informal socializing are some of the 
services available through College IX. 
An effort is also made to evaluate a 
mature student’s life and work ex­ 
perience to decide if college credit can 
be awarded. 
“College IX helps with the special 
problems of a mature student," noted 
Debbie Landa, assistant public 
relations representatives for the 
college.

Joe Hicks Trial 
Slated Monday 


Planoite Joe D Hicks goes on trial 
in U.S. District Judge Eldon Mahon's 
Dallas court Monday on various 
narcotic charges. 
The indictment against Hicks, a 
Dallas car dealer, claims that he is 
the leader of a smuggling operation 
which imported and distributed large 
amounts of cocaine and heroin 
Hicks' wife Janet, Charles Lige 
Bolts, Bennie Boyd McKnight and 
John Lewis Wall will also go on trial 
on related charges. 
Among witnesses expected to testify 
for the defense are country singers 
Withe Nelson and Ray Price. Price’s 
17-year-old son Clifton may also 
testify in the trial as a government 
witness. 
Hicks, 39, has been held in lieu of a 
$500,000 cash bond since his arrest in 
early July. Mrs. Hicks was freed on a 
$50,000 bond posted by the ABC 
Bonding Co. of Dallas 
The defendants are accused of 
conspiring to import and distribute 


heroin and cocaine from Bankok 
Thailand, and Bogota, Colombia, 
during a 34-month period which began 
in June of 1973. 
The government claims that Hicks 
was the leader 
the operation and 
specifically ties him in their charge to 
the importation of 1.5 pounds of heroin 
from Thailand and 2.2 pounds of 
cocaine from Columbia 
Indictments were issued by a Fort 
Worth federal grand jury which spent 
several weeks investigating drug 
traffic in the southwest.

Collins 
of 
the 
Third 
Congressional District has 
addressed the issue 
of 
national health care, which 
he says is a topic of primary 
concern to his constituency. 
“In recent months, I have 
received a great deal of mail 
almost all expressing op­ 
position to the concept of 
socialised medicine," stated 
the Congressman. 
"The 
crisis in Social Security 
funding, the wide spread 
abuses in the Food Stamp 
program, and 
now 
the 
evidence of Medicare fraud 
are the most 
persuasive 
arguments 
against 
the 
welfare state. "People are 
drawing the right con­ 
clusions," he stated "They 
don’t 
want 
socialized 
medicine." 
Collins challenged the 
argument of rising medical 
costs which is used to sup­ 
port the national health 
insurance position. 
"Medical costs rose by 21 
percent more 
than the 
consumer price index bet­ 
ween 1960 and 1974," he said. 
"However, most of the 
disproportionate rise oc­ 
curred between 1966 and 
1970, coinciding with the 
Medicare Medicaid 
boom 
Increased socialization will 
simply continue to expand 
medical costs," he added.

Registration

Underway 


Workers in a statewide 
voter registration drive are 
making a concerted effort to 
reach young Texans, ac­ 
cording to Secretary of State 
Mark White, who is directing 
the registration project. 
White says statistics in­ 
dicate Texans between the 
ages of 18 and 20 participate 
in elections less than any 
other population segment, 
with the 21-24-year bracket 
following close behind 
"We have contacted of­ 
ficials in virtually every high 
school in Texas, and we are 
now trying to organize 
registration drives in most 
colleges," 
White 
said. 
“Young Texans represent a 
large pool of the electorate 
that remains untapped, and 
we hope to register a large 
percentage by the Oct 
I 
deadline for registering to 
vote in the Presidential 
election." 
White contends that most 
people, regardless of age, 
tend to vote once they 
complete the process of 
registering. 
"Studies indicate that 
between BO and 90 percent of 
registered voters do vote," 
White said. "All it takes to 
register in Texas is filling 
out a postcard, so if we can 
get our message to the 
people, we should see an 
upswing in Texas voting 
performance, which has 
been falling steadily for 
more than a decade."

"In both countries, a wait 
of one year for surgery is 
standard, 
non-emergency 
operations such as hernias 
or varicose veins may wait 
for five to seven years,” he 
explained. "Routine doctor s 
appointments take 
hours, 


and patients are usually 
unable to see a specialist of 
their own choosing. 
The 
problem of backlog will 
become m ore acute as 
physicians 
and 
dentists 
leave G reat Britain for 
nations where they may 
practice freely," Collins 
warned 
"We have seen repeatedly 
how bureaucracy paralyzes 
the programs it is supposed 
to 
administer—efficiency 


becomes impossible, and 
abuse 
flourishes,” 
he 
asserted. “It is presently 
estimated that Medicare 
fraud has cost taxpayers $1.5 
billion. 
"New York City proved 
that an expanding budget 
can also lead to a sick city. 
National health insurance 
would be a disaster for this 
country and I urge constant 
vigilance in opposing it," 
Collins concluded.

Housing Starts Ahead

Residential construction is 
recovering much better in 
Texas than in the nation as a 
whole. 
Although 
down 
some 
since, 
by 
midsummer, 
housing starts in Texas had 
more than doubled since the 
beginning of the year. Over 
the same period, starts in­ 
creased about 50 percent 
nationwide. 
Most of the difference is 
due to the increase in 
population, which has been 
expanding nearly twice as 
fast in Texas as in the nation 
But much of the difference 
is that, even with housing 
costs rising far faster in 
Texas, the average Texan 
can still pay for a new house 
easier than most Americans 
could several years ago 
Last year, per capita 
personal income rose 8.6 
percent in Texas, compared 
with 7.1 percent for the 
nation. 
Most of the gain, however, 
was lost to higher consumer 
prices. So while Texans held 
their 
own against 
prices 
better than most Americans, 
they 
made 
little 
real 
headway. 
Meanwhile, last year, new 
home prices went up 12 
percent in Texas. And by 
midsummer, costs of land, 
labor, and materials were up 
another IO percent, keeping 
constant pressure on prices 
of new houses. 
The increases, however, in 
income and housing prices, 
were from bases much lower 
in Texas than for the nation. 
In 1970, when the average 
American family buying a 
new home paid $23,400, 
houses were built in Texas 
for prices averaging $15,600. 
Five years 
later, 
the 
average price of a new home 
had 
climbed 
to 
$39,300 
nationwide. Houses were 


being built in Texas for an 
average of $29,500. 
Prices 
of 
houses 
were 
rapidly 
catching 
up 
in 
Texas. Where the average 
price had been a third less in 
Texas in 1970, it was only a 
fourth less in 1975 
Nationwide, new home 
prices in 1975 were nearly 
two-thirds higher than in 
1970. But in Texas, they were 
nearly 90 percent higher 
Incom es 
w ere 
also 
changing In 1970, when per 
capita income w as $3,920 for 
the nation, it was only $3,525 
in Texas. In 1975, when the 
figure was $5,834 for the 
nation, it was $5,387 for 
Texas 
The gain was roughly the 
same. Just as in 1970, there 
were 30 states with higher 
personal incomes relative to 
their 
populations 
than 
Texas. 
With housing prices rising 
nearly a third faster in 
Texas, the disparity between 
incomes and prices of houses 
was growing faster in Texas 
than in the nation. 
The importance of this 
disparity to the ability to buy 
houses depends to a great 
extent on the rise in other 
prices. 
A good measure of the rise 
in the general price level in 
Texas is hard to come by. 
Over the long haul, however, 
price increases in Texas 
have probably averaged out 
about the sam e as for the 
rest of the country. 
Consum er prices have 
been rising faster in Houston 
than in 
the 
nation, 
and 
slower in Dallas-Fort Worth. 
The average rise for these 
two centers has held close to 
the average increase in 
consumer prices nationwide. 
Converted into terms of 
median family income, the 
increase in personal income 
means that where the typical 
A m erican fam ily earned 
$14,080 in 1970, it earned 
$20,420 in 1975. Where the 


typical Texas family earned 
$12,960 in 1970, it earned 
$18,860 in 1975 
In 1970. the ratio of median 
family income to an average 
priced house was nearly 1.7. 
That meant it would take 
everything a family made 
for about 20 months to pay 
for a new house In Texas, 
the ratio was only 1.2, the 
equivalent of 
14 months 
income 
By 1975, the ratio for the 
nation had increased to 1.9 
In Texas, it was approaching 


1.6 
The disparity between 
incomes and home prices 
was increasing faster 
in 
Texas But the disparity was 
still not as great as in most 
states 
Over most of the country. 
it would take everything a 
family earned for nearly 23 
m onths 
to 
pay 
for 
an 
average new house Bu* in 
Texas, a family still earned 
enough to pay for a new- 
home in about 19 months
